WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP) 
~—After a final burst of bill pass- 
‘Ing and oratory, the Eighty-third 
Congress has broken for home} 
with President Eisenhower's 
thanks for its “record of accom- 
plishments.” 

In its final hours last night, 
Congress sent the President a 
social security bill just about as 
he asked for it and a federal 


workers’ pay boost bill that Sen- 


ete Republican Leader William 
F. Knowland of California 
warned may be vetoed. 

The House adjourned with a 
whoop and a holler at 7:38 p.m. 
It won't return until Jan. 5, 
barring a special call from the 
President. Meanwhile, most of 
its members will be battling for 
re-election on Nov. 2. 

The Senate finished: its last 
legislative chore early in the 
evening when, by voice vote, it 
completed congressional action 
on a bill to bring another 10,- 
000,000 persons under social se- 
curity and to boost both benefit 
payments and the taxes that sup- 
port them. 

Final Speeches. 

However, the Senate stayed 
eround for another three hours 
and 12 minutes as some of the 
Senators got some final remarks 
off their chests. The Senate 
also confirmed a few more post- 
masters before quitting at 10:50

The Senate authorized its Re- 
publican and Democratic leaders 
to recall it into session some 
time in the fall to consider a re- 
port of a special committee 
studying censure charges against 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. That com- 
mittee has tentatively scheduled 
public hearings to open Aug. 30. 
Senate action on the Social 
Security measure—the last of 
the Administration’s “must 
bills—was the signal for the 
House to quit as soon as the ad- 
journment resolution was passed. 
This resolution sent the House 
home for good but permitted a 
sine die adjournment of the 
Senate anytime before Christ- 
‘mas. A separate resolution 
adopted by the Senate permits 
recall of that body on five days 
notice by the majority and min- 
ority leaders, acting jointly.

—If Senators could put in for 
overtime, the Eighty-third Sen- 
ate would be one of the best 
paid in history. 

When it recessed last night, 
the Senate had been in session 
about 23 hours less than the 
Senate of 1949. But the 1949 
session, the longest in recent 
years, lasted until Oct. 19. 
According to press gallery 
statisticians, the 1954 Senate put 
in 1122 hours during 156 days 
(an average of slightly more 
than 7 hours a day). In 1949, 
the Senate worked 1144 hours 
and 53 minutes in 186 days 
(about an hour a day less). 
The present Senate could 
break that mark since it plans 
to return to act on censure 
eharges against Senator Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

The Senate filled 8953 pages 


through Thursday while the 
House used only 5551 pages.

A veil of secrecy is said to surround the nomi- 
nation of Trevor Gardner of California as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Air Force. Officials describe 
the situation as delicate and sensitive. All this 
fastidious phrasing may as well give way to the 
fact that the secrecy is thick as mud. 

On Monday the White House nominated Mr. 
Gardner for advancement from his present im- 
portant post as assistant in charge of research 
to the Air Force Secretary. On Tuesday the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee approved the 
nomination. But on Wednesday Senator Hicken- 
looper of Iowa is said to have objected, and the 
Republican floor leader, Senator Knowland, first 
moved the nomination be passed over, then had 
it sent back to committee. 

When the Eighty-third Congress adjourned Fri- 
day night, this important appointment was buried 
in the committee headed by Saltonstall of Mas- 
sachusetts, one of the Senate’s leading Eisen- 
hower supporters. 

This is a strange business. Why did the Iowa 
Senator block confirmation despite Mr. Gardner's 
known record of service and citations for milli- 
tary research, his top security clearances, the pre- 
sumption that the White House had examined 
his record and the approval of a Senate com- 
mittee? 

So far the only explanation is a report that 
Senator Hickenlooper, a member of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, was concerned 
about two “incidents” involving the J. Robert 
Oppenheimer case. 

In one instance Mr. Gardner is said to have 
interceded with a member of the Gray board 
which voted 2 to 1 to hold Dr. Oppenheimer, the 
atomic scientist, a security risk. Gardner also 
is reported to have discussed the defense of Dr. 
Oppenheimer with some members of an advisory 
committee of the Office of Defense Mobilization. 

Now certainly it was no crime to have sided 
with Dr. Oppenheimer while his security status 
was pending. Even the board which voted against 
the scientist was split on the issue, and his loyal- 
ty was not questioned. 

Why, then, should Senator Hickenlooper block 
the appointment of a man who merely spoke a 
word for Dr. Oppenheimer—if that is what Mr. 
Gardner did, and if that is why the Senator ob- 
jected? 

Senator Hickenlooper could drop the veil of 
secrecy from the Gardner case with a plain ex- 
planation. Here is an important appointment 
held up for no clear reasop just as Congress has- 

tened to adjourn. 

Certainly Trevor Gardner could still serve as 
a recess appointment until Congress meets again 
in January. But the nominee did not ask for the 
job. Under such mysterious and unfair circum- 
stances, would he want it? 
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A Dwindling Merchant Marine 

Nine-tenths of the American Merchant marine 
is too slow for wartime use and eight-tenths of 
the shipping will become obsolete in mass be- 
tween 1962 and 1965, Secretary of the Navy 
Thomas said in a speech before the graduating 
class of the Massachusetts Maritime Academy 
at Boston. He stressed that the merchant fleets 
of other nations had been growing while that of 
the United States has been falling behind. 

Although this is the air age, liners, freighters 
and tankers are still needed to carry the bulk 
of the world’s passengers and cargoes. But one 
dispatch after another, buried away among the 
inconsequential bits of neus, tells of the dwin- 
dling of the American shipbuilding industry. 

A Department of Commerce report recently 
stated. that the minimum number of shipwrights 
and other workers essential for a nucleus of 
shipyard manpower capable of expansion in an 
emergency is 36,000. Less than 9000 are now at 
work. A long range shipbuilding program would 
do much, to remedy this situation and to pro- 
vide a base for expansion in case of war. 
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Mr. Mitchell Goes Too Far 


Stephen A. Mitchell went much too far 
when he accused President Eisenhower, in ef- 
fect, of showing favoritism to Bobby Jones in 
selecting the Dixon-Yates syndicate for a power 
contract. The Democratig National Chairman 
observed that the famous golfer is a director 
in one of the two companies which make up the 
syndicate, and has a cottage next to President 
Eisenhower's at the Augusta golf course. He 
called for an “investigation.” 

Pinned down, Mr. Mitchell said he was not 
referring to the President’s part in the matter 
in calling for an investigation. This was weasel- 
ing, for the whole effect of his remarks had 
been to impute personal favoritism to the 
President. Mr. Mitchell was not deterred, how- 
ever, from repeating his remarks, though he 
has still not brought forth any evidence to sup- 
port them. 

The Dixon-Yates directive is, as we have said 
repeatedly, exceedingly ill-advised. It would 
infringe upon the separate powers of Congress, 
impair the independence of independent agen- 
cies, do damage to both AEC and TVA, deny 
the principle of competitive bidding, and estab- 
lish a very undesirable precedent of publie sub- 
sidy for a private utility. 

Mr. Mitchell has every right to ask questions 
about the President's directive.

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Were All the Votes Counted? 

The evidence developed so far in the Election 
Board's investigation raises plenty of questions. 
But none are more important than these: Were 
the votes counted as cast? Or did some precinct 
officials blatantly ignore the ballots of citizens 
who had the nerve to vote against the machine- 
backed Democratic incumbents? 

From the moment some of the precinct results 
became public property, it strained credulity to 
the breaking point to be asked to believe that 
some candidates received no votes. For example, 
State Senator James M. Webbe’'s 685-to-0 shutout 
of his opponent, Bert Stewart, in three precincts 
of Mr. Webbe’s Seventh Ward, looked more like 
a politician’s dream than anything else. 

But now the Election Board and Circuit Attor- 
ney Dowd, have something more concrete to go 
on. Seven persons from the Seventh Ward have 
testified under oath that they marked their bal- 
lots for Mr. Stewart. They are from the ward's 
Precinct 8, where Senator Webbe is reported to 
have won 181 to 0, and Precinct 11, where his 
reported margin was 247 to 0. ' 

It is conceivable that all seven of these voters 
are mistaken. It is also conceivable that they 
are right—that their votes for Mr. Stewart and 
against Senator Webbe were not counted. The 
simplest way of resolving the question is to open 
the ballot boxes and recount the ballots. That 
will take a court order, but on the evidence al- 
ready in hand the Circuit Attorney's office 
ought not to experience any difficulty in obtain- 
ing one. ö 

The evidence also indicates that some and per- 
haps many polling officials —clerks and judges— 
were not so familiar with their duties and re- 
sponsibilities as they ought to have been. A size- 
able variety of election-law violations have been 
discovered. Surely these were the results of ig- 
norance, not willful disregard of the statutes. 

That being the case a heavy burden rests with 
the Election Board. It should be sure that in the 
future all persons commissioned as precinct offi- 
cials are thoroughly familiar with the proper 
procedure for conducting an election. The re- 
sults of ignorance can be as bad as the results 
of out-and-out fraud. 
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Apologies to the Girl Scouts 

The time has come to say a good, strong word 
for a Chicago lawyer by the name of Irving 

Breakstone. Mr. Breakstone is the new com- 
mander of the Illinois department of the Ameri- 
can Begion. He has thought over the action of 
his organization in condemning the Girl Scouts 
as unworthy of support and has now decided that 
was wrong. 

This represents a 360-degree change on Mr. 
Breakstone’s part since as late as Aug. 12 he de- 
fended the Legion attack on the Girl Scout 
handbook. Moreover Mr. Breakstone chose to 
straighten himself out at a meeting of the Peoria 
post, which last week broke with the state de- 
partment and voted to continue its support of the 
Girl Scouts. At Peoria he said the “unfortunate” 
resolution was “passed in a highly emotional 
situation.” 

There is a lesson in this. It is for patriotic or- 
ganizations not to give way to their emotions. 
It is for them to be sure they are right and rea- 
sonable before they pass resolutions. Better have 

no publicity than to be sorry, as Commander 
Breakstone now clearly and properly is. 
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Sound Money, Then and Now 

For the second time within a year, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board has been at work reduc- 
ing the reserve requirements for its member 
banks. To put it another way, the Board is once 
again inflating the credit supply, making it 
easier for banks to lend money, rendering money 
more plentiful or “softer” than it was. 

The reason given is that during the latter 
part of this year the federal Treasury will have 
to borrow some $10,000,000,000 from the public, 
at the same time that credit needs for marketing 
of crops and other business transactions are ris- 
ing. Thus the Federal Reserve Board is taking 
steps in advance to make sure that the Treasury 
can borrow without having to pay sharply higher 
interest rates. The Board is, in a word, manag- 
ing the money supply and helping to manage 
the public debt. 

These functions of the Federal Reserve Board 
are so indispensable and so well established that 
it is hard to believe that the financial titans of 
the Eisenhower Administration came into office 
only 20 months ago saying that “sound money” 
demanded the abdication of these very functions. 

During the first half year of the Administra- 
tion, Reserve Board Chairman Martin made 
speeches about “the transition to free markets,” 
and Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey gave 
out interviews on “sound money” which indi- 
cated their conviction that the Government 
should get out of the business of managing the 
money supply. As Secretary Humphrey was 
fond of saying, Money is a commodity just like 
anything else.” He thought the price of money 
should seek its own level. 

Today, in sharp contrast, Messrs. Humphrey 
and Martin are co-operating to put the price of 
money where they want it, and not where the 
ungoverned forces of supply and demand might 
put it. That is exactly what these officials should 
be doing in the fulfillment of their responsibili- 
ties to the public. The wonder is that it took 

them so long to come around to the conclusion 
that this was in fact their job. 
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Court Reform in East St. Louis 

The East St. Louis Bar Association earns a 
bow for its campaign to establish municipal 
courts in that community.

There dre many proposals and studies 
being made regarding a possible Metro- 
politan Water District, a change in wa- 
ter rates in the county, and other relat- 
ed questions. Some of the points need 
elaboration. 

The St. Louis County Water Co. has 
just applied to the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission for approval of a sur- 
charge of $40 per year per ton capacity 
for each air conditioning system which 
runs water through the condenser to 
waste. They estimate that their system 
serves about 6000 tons of cooling capac- 
ity operated in this manner. I do not 
know of any official figures showing 
total installed tonnage, but I should 
say that this is a reasonable estimate: 
around 1500 to 2000 water-cooled units 
in the county, averaging a little over 
three tons each, not using cooling tow- 
ers, spray ponds or evaporative con- 
densers. 

The estimated total of 6000 tons will 
require 12,000 gallons per minute, or 
17,280,000 gallons per day. This is a 
serious seasonal load for a system which 
must extend itself to deliver 75,000,000 
or 80,000,000 gallons per day total. It 
is all the more serious when it is real- 
ized that this contribution to human 
comfort is using up the very necessary 
reserve supply which should always be 
available for fire protection. 


Water Company’s Stiff Price 


Figuring 20 cents average cost per 
100 cubie feet (750 gallons), and taking 
1200 hours of operation per season for 
the typical three-ton water-cooled cool- 
ing system, the metered cost of the 
county water will be about $115 per 
summer. The St. Louis County Water 
Co. proposes to more than double this 
cost, by a surcharge of $120 per year 
for*a three-ton system. A price of $235 
per year for this quantity of water is 
rather stiff, and would certainly en- 
courage the use of conserving devices. 

I think, though, that the water com- 
pany is barking up the wrong tree. If 
they want to put a surcharge of $40 per 
year on every device which wastes two 


gallons of water per minute, they should. 


also, to be logical, put a surcharge of 
$80 per year on every garden hose. A 
50-foot hose will discharge five gallons 
a minute of water if supplied at a pres- 

of 30 pounds per square inch. Most 
of us don’t usually have quite that much 


pressure in summer. 


Out ot the approximately 100,000 fam- 


ilies served by the county water 
sprinkling simul 
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the hose. and sprinkler. The County 
Water Co. is asking for an additional 
revenue of $240,000 per year to elimi- 
nate water waste in air conditioning, but 
it still won't stop the really important 
wastage through the garden hose. 


The conversion of all cooling systems 
to use water-saving devices will save 90 
or 95 per cent of 17,280,000 gallons per 
day, or about 16,000,000 gallons per day. 
Based on the experience of the past few 
years, this will only match one or two 
years’ growth in demand. This will leave 
us where we are now, with a distribution 
system inadequate to meet peak loads, 
unless certain necessary and expensive 
improvements are made. 

No matter whether the St. Louis 
County Water Co. or a possible Metro- 
politan Water District or some other 
public agency handles the distribution 
of water in most of the county, we are 
going to have continued water shortages 
— 1 periods so long as the dis-

: Storage Tanks Are Needed

BISHOPS ASKED

VATICAN CITY, Aug. 21 (UP) 
—Pope Pius XII has asked 
Catholic bishops throughout the 
world to lead reform against 
“indecent” modes of dress, par- 
ticularly in the summer season, 
it was disclosed today. 

The Pope's call said 
dress habits have “spiritually 
ruinous. effects, especially on 
young people.” 

The call was issued at the 
Pontiff's express instruction in 
a letter written by Cardinal 
in the Acta 
Apostolicae Sedis—the bulletin 
which carries Catholic discip- 
linary directives throughout the 
world. The letter said a “sa- 
lutary reform of Christian dress” 
is especially necessary in this 
“blessed and sacred period” of 
the Marian year.

Splitting the assembly into 
five separate groups for Holy 
Communion is the most dramatic 
example this worldwide meeting 
gives of the lack of unity at the 
heart and center of the non- 
Roman Catholic Christian world. 
There is real unity on many 
programs and projects, but not 
in faith and practice. 


The World Council itself does 
not conduet any service of Holy 
Communion; the international 
body strictly abstains from inter- 
fering in any way with the be- 
liefs and denominational prac- 
tices of its member groups. The 
respective churches have ar- 
ranged their own observances, 
and their invitations—the heart 
of the matter— are carried on 


‘official assembly programs. 


Service Will Be Open. 


The Methodist service will be 
open. The Council of Bishops of 
the Methodist Church in the 
United States has issued an in- 
vitation for all in the assembly 
“free to do so” to take part in 
the service. It will be held ac- 
cording to the Methodist rite. 
First Methodist Church is the 
place of daily worship for the 
assembly. 


The other communion services 
will be held by the Anglican, 
Lutheran, Orthodox, and South 
India churches. The service of 
the Church of South India, a 
union church formed by several 
denominations, will be open like 
the Methodist communion. The 
Orthodox service will be closed 
except to orthodox delegates. 

The Protestant Episcopal (An- 
glican) and Lutheran commun- 

ions are described as “essen- 
tially open.” 

Bishop Holt is area bishop of 
the Methodist church, St. Louis 
area, and a noted leader for 
more than a generation of the 
church unity movement that led 
to the founding of the World 
Council. He was also a national 
leader in the prolonged negotia- 
tions which finally led to the 
reunion of the Northern and 
Southern Methodist bodies. He 
is president of the Methodist 
World Council, and a member 
of the central committee, the 
policy-making body of the World 
Council of Churches. He is an 
official delegate from his own 
church to this assembly. 

At this 17-day meeting Bishop 
Holt has renewed acquaintance 
with church leaders from every 
continent with whom he has la- 
bored for church unity for more 
than 30 years. 

Others In Service. 


Methodists have emphasized 
the open nature of their Holy 
Communion. They have invited 
clergy from 10 other denomina- 
tions to assist Bishop Holt in 
the celebration. Four other 
Methodists will also take part— 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of

“The Orthodox 
Church is the una sancta” (the 
one Holy Catholic and Apostolic 
church), for she has preserved 
unchanged the apostolic faith 
and the apostolic tradition as 
the Apostles handed it down to 
the church,” said Prof. Basil 
Ioannides of the University of 
Athens. He maintained, in a de- 
bate with a German Lutheran 
and an English Congregational- 
ist, that the teaching of his 
church is that of the “ancient 
and undivided church of the 
first nine centuries.” 


The reply on behalf of the 
“free” churches was made by 
the Rev. Danial Jenkins, Con- 
gregational pastor of Surrey, 
England, who spends part of 
each year teaching theology at 
the University of Chicago. 

“It is hard to expect them 
(the free churches, Congrega- 
tionalist, Baptist, Methodist, 
Presbyterian, etc.),” he said, to 
submit to theories of the nature 
of the church which assure 
them that they had no right to 
come into existence in the first 
place but that, having done so, 
they must meekly acknowledge 
their bastard origins. It is doubt- 
ful whether those churches 
which continue to make exclu- 
sive claims for themselves have 
faced the implications for their 
own positions of the rise and 
continued spiritual vitality of 
the free churches.” 

The German Lutheran, Dr. 
Ernst Kinder of the University 
of Muenster, took a middle 
ground. “The true unity of the 
church,” he said, is not to be 
found in one big organization, 
nor in uniformity in worship. 
“Rather various churches* can 
and should grow up beside one 
another and differing completely 
from one another in history and 
in the reasons for their found- 
ing, without hindering the true 
unity of the church. 


“If the churches agree only 
in confession to the Gospel,” he 
continued, “and to a service in 
conformity with the Gospel, then 
in spite of all their other differ- 
ences the true unity of the 
church has been expressed at 
the essential and decisive point.” 


Many American delegates from 
“free” churches disagreed with 
Dr. Kinder, though not as vio- 
lently as with the orthodox 
spokesman. Observers from the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod 
agreed with Dr. Kinder, The 
Missouri Synod is not a mem- 
ber of the World Council.

Criticizes Communism 
World Council of Churches 
Assembly. 


EVANSTON, IIL, Aug. 21 (UP) 
A church official from East 
Germany said today that he will 
return to his Soviet-dominated 
homeland without fear of re- 
prisal for his statement that an 
unbridgeable gulf exists between 
Christianity and Communism. 

The Rev. Dr. Guenter Jacob 
of the Evangelical Church in 
the Communist portion of Ger- 
many told thé second assembly 
of the World Council of 
Churches yesterday that there 
“was a gulf between Christian- 
ity and Communism as prac- 
ticed in East Germany that can 
never be bridged.” 

In the boldest attack yet made 
before the council by Iron Cur- 
tain delegates, he said commu- 
nism “reduces God to a product 
of a primitive mankind’s anxie- 
ties and Jesus Christ at best to 
a revolutionary who failed.” 

Communism remains dia- 
metrically opposed to Christian- 
ity,” he said. 

Win Work for Church. 

Later in an interview, the Rev. 
Dr. Jacob said that he will go 
back and work for his church. 

“This is my service in East 
Germany. I say the same things 
in East Germany that I say here 
today,” he said. 

The Rev. Dr. Jacob said that 
some pastors have been arrested 
in his nation for speaking their 
minds, but among the thousands 
of ministers in the eight dioceses 
under his jurisdiction “only a 
very few” have become Com- 
munist sympathizers. 

He conceded that East Ger- 
many’s rulers may eventually try 
to silence him, but said that thus 
far he oe been = to speak 
out out penalty. 

In Rer. Dr. Jacob said dur- 
ing the interview that he at- 
tributed his immunity to repri- 
sals to his prominence through- 
out the Christian world. He said 
he believed a wave of indigna- 
tion would follow his arrest. 

He said, however, that “you 
must understand it is very dan- 
gerous for me to talk about 
these things in America.” 

Asked if he alluded to gov- 
ernment he said, “I hope not. 
The government knows my 
standpoint.” 

The Rev. Dr. Jacob confirmed 
that East German officials had 
at first refused him permission 
to come to the council but had 
a last-minute change of mind 
and issued him a passport. 

Hammerskjold Speaks. 

In remarks prior to a plenary 
session of the council, Secretary 
General of the United Nations 
Dag Hammerskjold said that the 
influence of Christianity “and a 
change in the whole political 
atmosphere” would be required 
to effect world disarmament. 

He told reporters that the

Prince Hubertus zu Loewen- 
stein told a press conference last 
night he would bring his charge 
to the attention of Parliament 
which is holding a special ses- 
sion next month to discuss 
John’s defection to Communist 
East Germany. 

John escaped from Germany 
to Spain after the July 20 bomb 
plot against Hitler failed, finally 
reaching London with the help 
of the British secret service. His 
brother, Hans, was caught and 
executed by the Gestapo as a 
conspirator. 

The prince said he has evi 
dence that: 

1. A list of 400 names of anti- 
Nazi German leaders was de- 
livered to an “American bishop” 
in Sweden before the Hitler 
assassination attempt. The list 
was used by Allied governments 
to inform themselves on the ex- 
tent of internal resistance to 
the Fuehrer. 

2. After he had gone to work 
in London for British intelli- 
gence, John “still played a dou- 
ble rolé,” and managed to for- 
ward the incriminating list to 
Heinrich Himmler’s Nazi agents. 

The prince did not identify 
the “American bishop.” 

Hubertus, a member of West 
Germany's Free Democratic 
party, was one of the conspira- 
tors against Hitler, but escaped 
arrest by going underground. 

John chose to defect to the 
Communists shortly after at- 
tending a special July 20 cere- 
mony in West Berlin marking 
the 10th anniversary of the anti- 
Hitler plot.

Boric Acid in Talc

RE you in danger of poisoning your baby with dusting 
A tale containing boric acid? You must have wondered 
this after reading about accidental infant deaths re- 

| sulting from misuse of boric acid. 
| You can relax and use without worry the standard baby 
powders containing boric acid concentrations up to 5 per 
cent, The accidental deaths resulted from using pure boric 
acid, or from powders and ointments containing high con- 


centrations of.boric acid. There's a large difference be- 


tween using undiluted boric-acid powder and using a talcum 
powder containing only 5 per cent boric acid. The latter is 
harmless,

“A RECENT STUDY by Drs. Alfred J. Vignec and Rose 
Ellis of the New York Foundling Hospital shows that boric 
acid in infant powder is not absorbed into the body of the 
baby. 

First, using 25 babies in the hospital, they found the 
average amount of powder used after a diaper change. 
Then, for a month, they took. the babies off of all powder 
or any contact with boric acid. After this they made anal- 
yses of the babies’ blood and urine to find out the amount 
of borie acid normally present. They resumed the use of 
powder after each diaper change, then again made blood 
and urine tests for boric acid. 

This seems to have been a well-conducted study. It 
should settle any questions regarding the safety of baby 
powder containing small amounts of boric acid. 

The results of the study showed that the infants ab- 
sorbed practically none of the boric acid in the powder. 
Neither the blood nor urine concentrations were significant- 
ly iticreased when the powder was used compared to when 
it wasn't used. This was true even’when the infants had 
diaper rashes, which might increase the chances of the boric 
acid going through the skin into the body. 

You may wonder what boric acid is doing in baby pow- 
ders if it has no antiseptic value—which it hasn't. All tales 
are alkaline. They might irritate the sensitive skin of small 


infants without something to neutralize their alkalinity. The 


mild acid salts of boron are used in small amounts for this 
purpose.
